Menlo Park Sanitary District 
Monday night adopted a tentative | 
operating budget of $141,200, to 
be financed by a tax rate of 22 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 

Last year, the tax rate was 23 
cepts, according to District board 
of trustees secretary, Dr. Law- 
rence H. Cook. 

Of the $141,200, salaries will 
account for $55,000; equipment 
and supplies, $16,000; Sewer ex- 
tensions, $15,000; general office 
expenses, $10,000; $400 for out- 
side maintenance; $5000 for in- 
surance; $7500 for electric power;

We agree with Councilman Arthur Cobbledick, who pointed 
out Tuesday night during discussion of the city’s parks and recre- 
ation program, that parks should serve more purposes than are 
possible on a school playground. A 

In today’s heavy emphasis on organized recreation, -we——and 
trained recreation directors——too often forget that there is more 
to recreation than games and athletics. 

Cobbledick expressed the hope that “quiet areas” might be 
developed in some of the parks proposed under the master plan. 
This does not mean just that they should be used as “tot lots” 
where the city’s young mothers could take their children who 
are too small for the playing field. 

What Cobbledick has in mind is a green area, with trees and 
shrubs, where a man might be able to forget for a few moments 
that city streets are just around the corner. 

The softball diamonds and the tot lots are important now and 
always will be. Those “quiet areas,” too, are needed now and 
will be needed more and more as the city builds up. 

Many of us feel that the country is so close——just a jaunt out 
Sandhill road——but present plans of Stanford and other develop- 
ers could remove that countryside within five or ten years. And 
we know persons now who have resided in Menlo Park for years 
without ever getting out to that countryside. 

As buildable residential lots disappear—-—as they are now do- 
ing——the apartment houses are bound to surround us more and 
more. 

New York City is glad today to have Central Park——“That 
Big Backyard of the City.” Menlo Park some day might be just 
as glad to have a few small quiet spots where a man could sit 
and think. 

The estimated cost of acquiring all the properties proposed 
for eventual park use is some $131,250. This would cost the tax- 
payer some 4 to 5 cents per $100 on his assessed valuation. 

Certainly no onc is in a mood to load the taxpayer with any 
more than the minimum these days. He is going to be asked to pay 
and pay and pay anyway, if for no other purpose than to keep 
up with the need for new schools. 

But in figuring the minimum, one must consider what is going 
to maintain property values. We can well imagine that 4 or 5 
cents on the tax rate now might mean the difference between a 
drop of values in an increasingly congested area and the main- 
tenance of those values, 

How to weigh a patch of shade on a hot day against the 
straining public dollar is something we never learned in physics 
class. We hope the city council can figure out a way to do ‘it.

The city’s plans for major street work with gas tax funds next 
year are all for much needed projects.

Village’ 
Important 
To City

A great deal of interest has been 
displayed in the proposed trans- 
fer of the 82-acre Stanford Village 
to the university. 

A number of institutions have 
indicated they would like a slice 
of the land, presumably at bargain 
prices. The details have been car- 
ried in the press. The purpose of 
this column today is to explain 

why the city council objects to 
tax-exempt agencies obtaining the 
property. 

First, we do not object to ac- 
quisition by Menlo Park School 
District. of a ten-acre site, for a 
school is needed in this parti- 
cular area. Nor do we object to 
the existing church. But for ad- 
ditional tax-exempt agencies to 
use these potentially valuable 
lands would’be detrimental to 
the interests of the people of 
Menlo Park. 


In Linfield Oaks a limited 
amount of land was set aside a 
few years ago for our experiment- 
al administrative, executive, and 
professional office building zone. 

This unique zoning has been 
successful and demand for space 
has exceeded all available in Lin- 
field Oaks. 


In no other part of the city is 
suitable land available, but under 
the master plan we recently re- 
zoned all of Stanford Village for 
this use, hoping that ultimately it 
would go into private hands. Here 
alone is an opportunity to expand 
this zone that is rapidly becoming | 
famous into a sizable development. 

When the Urban Land Insti- 
tute panel was surveying the 
county for industrial develop- 
ment a few months ago, the 
members were immensely im- 
pressed with this zone, and two 
of them requested copies of our 
zoning ordinance. 

Their report commended this | 
type of development strongly for | 
San Mateo county, and the city of 
San Mateo now appears eager to} 


apply this zoning to the Borel es 


tate.

It means too much to us, 
so the city council will not sit idly 
by and allow it to be diverted into 
other uses.

‘Korea Veterans’ 
May Need Never 
Serve Overseas 


An ex-serviceman may never 
have set foot in Korea. and yet be 
classed as a “Korea veteran” it was 
pointed out by Floyd D. Granger, 
vterans service officer of San Ma- 
teo county. 

He explained that eligibility for 
most federal and state veteran 
benefits depends not on where a 
person served but when. 

“In nearly all instances,” he 
said, “a veteran who served.on or 
after June 27, 1950—the start of 
hostilities in Korea—may be eli- 
gible for benefits as a Korea ve- 
teran, even though his service 
was in the United States, Eur- 
ope, or some other place on the 
globe.” 

As an example, Granger cited 
the California legislature’s recent 
extension of “‘Cal-Vet” educational 
assistance to Korea veterans. Such 
a veteran is defined in the new sta- 
tute as “any person who served in 
the military or naval service of the 
United States during the: period 
June 27, 1950 to a future date to 
be established .. .” 

“This new benefit,” Granger as- 
“jlustrates the fact that 
Cal-Vet assistance, just like federal 
GI bill assistance, is not restricted 
to veterans who saw action in or 
near the Korea theater.” 

Other requirements may have to 
be met, such as a minimum: of 90 
days’ service and an honorable dis- 
charge. 

Some specific benefits are, of 
course, intended for servicemen 
who are near the point of action 
—a good example being combat 
pay. But generally speaking, it’s 
the time—not the place—that 
counts, 

“This principle holds_ true,” 
Granger added, “for other wars in 
which this country has participat- 

d. ” 


For further clarification of this 
and other matters pertaining to ve- 
terans or their families, Granger 
invites them to visit the veterans 
service office in the courthouse, 
Redwood City.

1956.

it was a good idea to acquire the

John R. Chaffet, speaking for

grass clippings or other mulch. 

If you bave someone to do ex- 
tra watering for you, be sure to 
leave out enough hose and sprink- 
ler heads, as they. will probably 
be less energetic than you about 
moving equipment. 

If you have time, wash off the 
leaves of shrubs—this will remove! 
dust from the pores and knock| 
off mites and aphids.

This will also coyrect the. bad 
leaf color in azaleas, roses, gar- 
denias, fuchsias, begonias. 


I happen to love begonias and 
delphinium, and so do the various 
gophers in our neighborhood. At 
last I have a solution. 

I plant seedling. begonias (no 
tuber to eat!) and put my tu: 
bers in. five inch: pots which I 
sink in the ground. (Don’t for- 
get that begonia flowers face 
in the direction the leaves 
point.) Before planting delphin- 
ium I make a wire basket of a 
two foot square of chicken wire. 

I set the roots in this and fill in 
with leaf mold after setting the 
basket in a good sized hole.

The people of California, through their duly elected 
representatives, have indicated that they are now 
in favor of the closing of the banks of this state on 
Saturdays. A law giving effect to this has been en- 
acted by the California Legislature and approved by 
the Governor.

Treasurer and Amending Ordi-

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. Ordinance No. 224 
of the City of Menlo Park, passed 
and adopted by the City Council 
of said City, on the 28th day of 
October, 1952, is hereby amended 
to provide for an increase in the 
salary and compensation of the 
City Clerk, and accordingly.
